Work of Russians 


at Czernowitz — 


The vanguard of the fugitives frormh 
Czernowitz, which was taken by the 
Russians, has now begun to straggle 
into Vienna, after a week-long jour. 
ney, in which they were constantly 
delayed to'allow the passage of train 
loads of Russian and Austrian wound- 
ed. The fugitives describe the fierce- 
ness of the Russian attack and. the 
devastation caused by it, and also the 
final scenes in Czernowitz, from 
which all but about a 100 persons had 
fled. According to these accounts 
the Russian drumfire was so terrible 
that nothing could live in the advanc- 
ed positions. Wire entanglements 
and trenches were obliterated, 

Anstria takes the third evacuation 
of Czernowitz with great sadness, but 
with absolute quiet and confidence 
that the loss is énly temporary, Mili- 
tary critics point out that in vie v of 
the overwhelming Russian forces a 
continued defence of Czernowity 
would merely have spelled the city’s 
destruction, and unite in praising the 
decision of the military authorities to 
evacuate it. They declare that the 
Russian occupation is ofa mininum 
military importance and a merely lo- 
cal advantage of temporary nature.

have Jess money to spend with 
their local merchants for sup- 
plies of all kinds; manufacturers 
will have fewer orders, banks 
will have smaller deposits, there 
will be less money and higher 
rates for investment in munici- 
pal bonds and other securities. 

At our agricultural colleges, 
and experimental farms, we have 
a lot of splendid public servants, 
No men in Canada give better 
results for the money we pay 
them. As a result of experi- 
ments, they know exactly what 
it is most profitable to plant at 
this late date, and' what is not. 
For example, it is too late for 
wheat, barley or oats, but ex- 
periments show that peas, beans 
and other crops may be put in. 
The trouble is very few farmers 
know this. Although it has been 
found out by experiments at our 
demonstration farms the infor- 
mation has not been passed on 
to our farmers as it should be, 
hence our experimental farms 
are not fulfilling their mission to 
the fullest extent. In this the 
managers of the farms are not 
to blame. It is our governments 
who do not pursue the proper 
course in.getting the information 
to the farmers. Merchants and 
manufacturers reach the farm- 
ers through the press. They talk 
to the people they want to 
reach, in the papers closely read 
by them. Why cannot the gov- 
ernment do the same? 

There are no worth-while far- 
mers anywhere in Canada who 


are not readers of their lccal, 


town, or village, newspaper. To 
tell them, in the columns of 
these papers, what experiments 
of our best farmers showed, at 
times like this, would cost but 
little and lead to millions of dol- 
lars worth of increased produc- 
tion. The farmers are yearning 
for this very information. 

We are told to economize to 
meet the tremendous burdens, 
which war is imposing upon- us, 
but if we curtail our purchases, 
there will be that much less em- 
ployment for the workers in our 
shops and factories, The busi- 
ness-like method is to increase 
production that we may have 
more money. We spend millions 
finding what to do, then neglect 
to tell the people—for whom 
the work is done, who ought to

With Potatoes 

Soak one quart beans over night; 
drain, cover with fresh water, heat 
slowly (do not boil), cook until skins 
will burst and drain again. Scald 
rind of one-half pound piece pork, 
g@crape, remove one-quarter inch slice 
and put in bottom of bean pot. Cut 
through rind 6f remaining pork every 
one-half inch; put beans in pot and 
bury pork in beans, leaving rind ex- 
posed. Mix one teaspoon salt and two 
tablespoons each molasses and sugar 
with one cup boiling water and add 
to beans; add more boiling water to 
cover beans. Cover beanpot and bake 
slowly six or eight hours: Cook half 
ge can of tomatoes with a slice of 
onion 15 minutes; strain; melt three 
tablespoons butter, mix with same 
amount of flour; salt and pepper; add 
tomatoes and cook until thick. If 
tomatoes are very acid add a few 
grains of soda. When beans are near- 
Jy done add tomatoes. 

Soak overnight two cups of dried 
beans, then boil. them until tender. 
Boil three sweet red peppers and put 
them through a sieve. Fry thre¢ slices 
of bacon until brown, then add’ the 
pepper pulp and one green pepper 
that has been minced fine and one 
shredded orion. Then put in the 
beans, adding plenty of juice, a little 
salt and some grated cheese. Cook 
together thoroughly.

Russians Continue 
To Make Progress 


With the average Austrian retire; 
ment of 25 miles over the entire Vol- 
hynian and Galician front, except in 
the immediate region of Tornopol, 
with the Russian seizure of Czerno- 
.witz, ‘and the flight of the southern 
Austrian army toward the Carpathi- 
ans, and with the Russians closing~ir 
upon Lemberg from two directions, 
the positions on the southwestern 
front have reached the crucial point 
where, it is believed, the Austrian ar- 
mies -must either make a finel stand 
or by their further retreat utimately 
compel a general retirement of the 
German army from pvsitions which 
thy have held against the Russians 
for nearly a year. 

Such a stand in the unanimous opin- 
fon of military observers will be im- 
possible as the separated Austrian ar- 
mies are unable to communicate with 
each other and, all available troops 
and reserves having been called up, a 
quick -rehabilitation of the crippled 
armies of Austria is manifestly un- 
likely, The prevailing confidence in 
the speedy consummation of a Rus- 
sian triumph over Austria is reflected 
in all the comments of the newspap- 
ers, 

‘Fhe Austrians are concentrating 
their forces in an attempt to ward off 
a Russian advance on Lemberg, but, 
according to thé latest dispatches,’ the 
troops pressing along the Dubn m- 
berg railway with Radziviloff in 
“their rear, are close upon the Galician 
frontier town of Brody, which is near. 
ly half way to Lemberg. 

The other Russian advance on Lem- 
berg is being directed from a poin’ 
north of Bucz acz ‘toward Halicz, 
from which latter town the road to 
Lemberg is an easy one and almost 
unfortified. The,effect of the ad- 
vance of these two lines is to place 
the Austrian centre near the Tarno- 
pol extended position in ‘great danger 
and an Austrian collapse is considered 
imminent by the military observers. 

The occupation of Czernowitz by 
the Russians has completely severed 
connections between the northern and 
southern armies. It has also enabled 
the Russians to establish direct con- 
nection from the frontier to Sniatyn 
by the shortest and most convenient 
route which will greatly facilitate the 
Kussian progress toward *Kolomea, 
and by obviating further the neces- 
sity of a turning movement, allow the 
Russian southern forces to advance 
solidly from the Czernowitz region 
westward.

Submarine Turn- 
ed Crew Adrift 
Without Food 


_ Particularly callous was the treat- 
iment of the crew of the French fish- 
‘ing vessel Bernatlette, which was sunk 
in the Atlantic by a German submar* 
“ine, The Bernadette, a schooner of 
800 tons, carrying a crew of 34 men, 
was proceeding from-Fecamp to the 
, Newfoundland fishing groundd., On 
May, 1, at two p.m., when she was 
about 90 milés from the nearest land, 
a. submarine was sighted about two 
‘miles away, coming from the north at 
full speed. When about half a mile 
away the submarine, which was fly- 
ing the German flag, hoisted a signal 
for the crew of the Berhadette to 
leave their ship at once. The master 
immediately gave orders to lower the 
boats, seven in number. The crew 
P had only just time to get into them 
when the submarine, at a distance of 
about 100 yards, fired the first shot 
without warning. When. the. firing 
finished the submarine was only a few 
pi see from the Bernadette. Five 
minutes later the Bernadette settled 
down by the head and sank within a 
few minutes,’ The submarine then 
disappeared in an easterly direction. 
As the submarine was passing by his 
boats the master approached her ani! 
asked for food, but the officer on 
board the submarine waved him off, 

- and the submarine raced away. The 
Seven boats continued rowing in the 
same direction until eight p.m., when 
they test each other in the darkness. 
In the afternoon of May 2, four of 
the crew who were in one of the Ber- 
nadette’s boats sighted the Belgian 
steam trawler Gaby and signalled for 
assistance. The Gaby immediately 
picked them up. As the four men 
been without food or drink for 28 
-hours they were in a state of exhaus- 
on. The Gaby searched until ten 
ae at night for the remaining 
boats of the Bernadette, but without 
success, Other members of the crew 
“{were subsequently picked up by vari- 
ous ships and landed at Liverpool 
‘and Gibraltar. On May 18 it was re- 
ported that the Norwegian: steamer 
Falkland had arrived at Philadelphia, 


‘that 29 out of 84 of the crew of the 
Bernadette have been picked up, leav- 
ing five men still unaccounted for.
